As the date approaches on which itis proposed 
the census shail be taken—June 1, 1800—the 
committee is’ receiving frequent communica- 
tions suggesting amendmenis to the house 
bill. The principal ones suggested relate to 
the provision authorizing an enumeration of 
the survivors of the late war and the insertion 
of aprovision for ascertaining the recorded 
indebtedness of the people. 

Section 17 of the bili proposes that the 
schedules of inquiries of the eleventh census 
shall be the same as those of the tenth census, 
with such changes of subject matter, emenda- 
tions, and modifications as may be approved 


vy the secretary of the interior, it being the 
intention to give the secretary full discretion 
in this matter. A provision is made, 
however, in this section that the 
superintendent of the census ‘“‘shal! 


cause’ to be taken in the same schedule of in- 
quiry the names of those who served in the 
arminyv, navy,or marine corps of the United 
Siates in the war of the rebellion, and whoare 
suryivors at the time of said inquiry, and the 
widows of soldiers, sailors, or marines.’”’

Another feature of the house bill that is 
new is that allowing the superintendent of the 
census the privilege of furnishing to any city, 
town, or municipality a list of the names in 
said city. town, or municipality, at the rate of 
twenty-five cents for cach hundred names so 
furnished.

COMPLAINTS AGAINST JAMAICA. 


Our War Vessels May Yet 
Work to Do. 
PHILADELPHIA, December 27.—The brigan- 
tine Josefa, which arrived at this port Tues- 
day from Montengo Bay, Jamaica, brings 
news of an outrage suffered by that yessel at 
the hands of the Spanish government. While 
discharging her cargo on her return trip from 
New York at Arroya, Spanish custom otticials 
discovered that twenty packages of corn- 
starch, Which were marked on the vessel’s 
manifest, were missing. After a search the 
goods could not be found and the vessel was 
seized by the Spanish authorities, who he!d 
her until a fine of $4,000 was paid, although 
the value of the goods in question did not 
exceed $20. The master and crew were forced 
to sutfer many indignities at the hands of the 
governor of ‘the island and_ officials 
existing under his authority. The authorities 
offered to settle the matter if tie captain 
of the vessel could satisfactorily explain the 
whereabouts of the missing packages. After 
the fine had been paid it was ascertained that 
the missing goods were delivered by mistake 
on beard the ship Josephus which lay next to 
Josefa, in New York, but were placed on the 
Josefa’s manifest. An explanation was made 
to the Spanish authorities and the return of 
the fine’ was requested, but was refused, and 
the vessel left Porto Rico to load a cargo else- 
where for this city. The managing owner of 
the Josefa has filed a complaint against the 
Spanish government with Secretary Bayard, 
and asked that his immediate attention be 
called tothe matter. It will beurged that the 
war ships, Galena and Yantic, shail be ordered 
to continue their cruise to Porto Rico and sum- 
marily secure redress for the imposition suf- 
iered by the Josefa. 


HUNTING FOR 
Mysterious Parties of Men at Workin New 
Jersey. 

New Brunswick, N. J., December 27.— 
From time totime gangs of men, from two to 
a dozen or more in number, have passed 
through Middlesex and Mercer’ counties, 
claiming to be on all sorts of expeditions. 
Some were, they said, taking a geographical 
survey of that portion of the country; others 
were searching for pottery clay or copper; but 
the majority of them gave the ready explana- 
tion that they were surveying Tor a new rail- 
road. 

t is now learned that mary of these gangs 
of men have been on no such errands, but 
that they have been on a wild goose chase af- 
ter gold said to be buried in the two counties 
by the Hessian troops during the revolutionary 
war. The railroad scheme has been used re- 
neatedly to conceal the real object of the 
searchers for this hidden gold, and as the men 
would now and then drive a few stakes in the 
eround they succeeded in making the natives 
believe their stories. Lateiy, the farmers say, 
these men have been seen with lanterns fiftting 
over hill and dale, and they are convinced that 
the search for gold is progressing vigorously. 
None of the farmers have joined in the search, 
and they laugh heartily at all talesof buried 
Hessian wealth. 

Several years agoa big discovery of gold 
coins was made at a point some distance down 
the Raritan river. A local paper gave a very 
minute account of the find, with a description 
of the coins, and had a big *“*beat’’ on its con- 
temporaries, Men went to dig for more gold, 
and there was a deal of excitement for a time. 
Then it leaked cut thata reporter on the paper 
which had the beat had buried the coins there 
himself, borrowing them froma MDrunswick 
collector, and had then tireda man to dig 
them up and tell aconsistent tale of his dis- 
covery. 
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Large Saw Mill Burned. 

ELanp Junctrros, Wis., December 27.—A 
large saw mill at Norrie, owned by the Lake 
Shore Trafiic company, and operated by Ride- 
out & Bryant, was burned last night during 
the heavy storm. The fire was the work of an 
incendiary, as the mill has not been running 
for some months.

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BABE INHER ARMS. 


WHILE HER HUSBAND BEGS FOR WORK 


Their Child Dies in a Hallway as Old Trini- 
ty’s Chimes Ring in Christmas Day— 
Applying tothe Police for Ald. 


New Yorx, December 27.~—Early on 
Christmas morning Mrs. Annie Kelly, 22 years 
} 


| old, walked into the Church street police sta- 


tion and handed her babe, born a month ago, 
to the officer in charge, Saying, calmly: 

‘It is dead.”’ 

The baby had died of exposure to cold in 
the doorway of a Washington street tenement 
house. where the parents had crept for shelter, 
having no home. The young mother had 
wrapped her shawl—the oniy covering she had 
—aronnd the child, but it grew colder and 
colder, and died in her arms. 

The father, Joseph Kelly, W hen the police 
said they would care for the mother and send 
the dead babe to the morene, walked away to 
renew his search for employment. Mrs. Kelly, 
when her strength was somewhat restored 
by the fodd and attentions given her 
She was mar- 
ried in Dublin about eight months ago, her 
husband having a Jittle work in Guiness’ 
brewery. He thought he might do better 
here, and they came here six months ago. 
He could get no work, though sober and 
Steady, and in the whole six months had 
sueceeded in obtaining only two days’ work 
along shore. They were soon penniless. Mrs. 
Kelly finally found work in a cheap lodging 
house, but while scrubbing stairs one day she 
felland received injuriés which caused the 
premature birth of her child while she 
was in Lellevue Hospital. The 
fact that she had a baby to care for prevented 
her getting work thereafter. All the clothing 
the couple could part with wnet to the pawn- 
broker’s. Finally this source of food was ex- 
hausted, and they could no longer pay 15e for 
anight’s lodging. They did not apply for 
lodging at the police station, for the rules do 
not allow the admission of children. 

They drifted along the streets until ex- 
hausted, and at last took refuge in the mis- 
erable hallway. Cold and weak from hunger 
and fatigue, they heard the chimes of Trinity 
peal out the glad advent of a merry Christmas 
and watched the child die. ‘Mrs Kelly is a 
good-looking and intelliget woman. She says 
Father Kelly, of the Mis-

FIGHTING ABOUT A GOOSE., 


Russians and Americans Clash.—Knives and 
Sticks Used. 

Sr. Paut, Minn., December 27.—A special 
from Sioux City says that a serious riot occur- 
red this morning near Tripp, Dakota, between 
Russian Mennonites and Americans. A 
public sale was held at the farm of a Russian 
named Sink, and an American farmer named 
Mcrchant purchased adozen chickens. When 
ready to start home he found two of the chick- 
ens missing and complained to Sink, who told 
him to take something of equal value. He 
caught a goose and started home but was over- 
taken by a party of eight Russians, who claim- 
ed the goose as their property. A wrangle en- 
sued that attracted others to the scene and soon 
a general fight was in progress, in which some 
twenty men were engaged, with the Kussians 
as agressors. Two brothers, named Johnson, 
who were passing joined in the melee with 
knives. A Russian named Maver was stabbed 
and he in turn split Charles Johnson’s head 
with a neck yoke, inflicting a fatalinjury. The 
same weapon broke the arm of George John- 
son, and knives were used to glash up three 
other Russians badly, but not fatally. The 
Americans founda force opposing them too 
strong and withdrew from the field. Wounded 
Russians were taken care of by their compan- 
ions and nothing can be learned from them, 
owing to their clarish customs. The affair 
las created most -intense excitement in the 
neighborhood where a majority of settlers are 
Russians. The officers are now investigating 
the affair.

PARDONED BY FORAKER. 


Two Men, Serving Life Sentencesin the Ohio 
Penit-ntiary, Released. 

CotumeEus, Ohio, December 27.—Governor 
loraker today pardoned two men serving life 
sentences in the penitentiary for murder. One, 
George Oliver, was received from Cincinnati in 
1884. He was conyicted of murder in the first 
degree and was sentenced to be hanged, but 
Giovernor Headly commuted the sentence to 
imprisonment for life. He was the first man 
tried after the courthouse riot, and the jury 
brought in a verdict of guilty, through fear. 
The jury has since asked for his pardon. The 
other man is William Thomas, receivod from 
Eaton in 1869. While attending a circus the 
crowd he was with got into an altercation with 
the ring master and Thomas, who was intoxi- 
cated, shot at him, but the bullet went wide of 
the mark and hit a young woman in the au- 
dience, causing her death. Thomas was con- 
victed of murder in the second degree. He 
has been in prison twenty years, and has never 
received a mark for violating the rules. He is 
now seventy years of age.

CUNTINENT OF EUVROPL. 
EXECUTION OF THE MURDERER PRADO 
Russia's Negotiations With the Vatican— 


Letter From Mr. Gladstone—The Anti- 
Slave Trade Movement. 


Paris, December 28.~—Tho execution of 
Prado, the Spanish adventurer conyicted of the 
murder of Marie Aqnetant, is expected to take 
place today. Thecrowd is already gathering 
about Requette prison where Prado is con- 
fined. 

Toward 4or 5 o'clock, when everything is 
ready outside, the warden of the puiisen, ac- 
companied by several officials, goes to the 
condemned man’s ccll,and shaking him by 
the shoulder, announces that his demand for 
a pardon has been rejected, says a Paris letter. 
As soon as the prisoner has dressed himself, 
he is, if he sc desires,left aione with the 
chaplain for afew moments; afterward he is 
led to the toilet room  Virst, his shirt collar 
is cutaway sufficiently t» allow the guillotine 
knife to fall upon his- »21e neck; then he is 
fastened with acord starting from the should- 
ers and connecting with another cord that 
binds the two wrists; a third corde goes 
from the wrist to thea Knees, where it is 
joined to another cord already passed around 
the legs. 

Thus strapped, the culprit is obliged to 
march as straight as an I, with his head 
thrown back. When the preparations are 
ended the procession starts for the guillotine, 
the eee being supported by two of the 
headsman’s aids and accompanied by the 
executioner, the chaplain and the other olf- 
ficials. The huge. prison doors are thrown 
open and.the first object the condemned man 
sees is the black trapeziform knife, which, 
contrary to the general impression, is not 
concealed from his gaze. The distance from 
the door of the guliotine is searceiy twenty 
steps, and as soon as the criminal reaches the 
swinging board the chaplain quits him, 
the execntivner seizes him and pusbes him on 
to the bascu: Pan! Pan! a click and athud: 
the fall of the knife, the heavy sound of the 
body falling into the bran box. The move- 
ments are almost simultancous. The knife 
falls. The criminal disappears. 

As soon asthe ceremony is over the body 
is placed ina wagon and conveyed to Ivey 
cemetery, where it is buried in the turnip 
field. When the parents reclaim the body 
and it is interred in another part of the ceme- 
tery, no name is éver put upon the headstone, 
in order not to excite public curiosity. When 
the body is not reclaimed, the prefect 
of police authorizes the Faculty of 
Medicine to take it. Strictly speaking, 
the corpse ought not to be delivered 
to the faculty until after twenty- 
four hours, this delay being accorded to tie 
family to make its demand, but the custom is 
to giveup the body immediately after a sim- 
ulated burial when the authorities are certain 
that it will not be reclaimed. 

During the whole of this Iugubrious cere- 
mony the chief executioner never touches the 
victim. The toilet and all the operations that 
require contact with his person are performed 
by the aids.

THE ANTI-SLAVERY MOVEMENT. 
Missionaries Refuseto Give up Slaves Who 
Ask for Protection. 

Lonpon, December 27.--A Zanzibar dis- 
patch says: It has been discovered that an 
agreement in relation to slave dealing exists 
between English ast Africa and the sultan 
of Zanzibar, and Arab slave dealers of Mon- 
baza. By this agreement the Arabs are au- 
thorized to carry on tirde in slaves and to 
flog or otherwise punish them. A company 
upon hiring slaves must make an arrangement 
with their owners. The wages of slaves’ must 
be paid toowners. ifuglish mission stations 
are obliged under the agreement, to return 


runaway slaves to their owners. After 
the agreement had been signed, 
agents of the company, Mr. Mackenzie 


and General Matthews, accompanied by Man- 
baza Arabs, went to Rabai church mission 
station, and demanded the surrender of cer- 
tain runaways, who hadtaken refuge at the 
station. The missionaries refused to give 
them up. The company’s agents, therefore, 
in order to avoid a collision paid $25 for each 
slave they were unable to return to their own- 
ers. The English consul has issued a procla- 
mation warning all British subjects in Zan- 
zibar that they will be liable to seven years 
imprisonment, if they enter into contracts ior 
slave labor. British traders have made a 
united protest against the order. They say 
that slave labor is the only kind of labor ob- 
tainable in Zanzibar, and that if this iscut oif 
all work must be stopped. In view of this 
protest, the consul will suspend the enforce- 
ment of the proclamation, pending instructions 
from Lord Salisbury.

RUSSIA AND THE VATICAN. 


The Negotiations Meet With Many Impecdi- 
ments. 

Lonpon, December 28.—The Rome corre- 
spondent of the daily News, says that a serious 
impediment has arisen in negotiations which 
Iswolsky, the Russian envoy, is conducting 
with the Vatican. Iswolsky, the correspon- 
dent says, complains of a lack of full power to 
act. He says that he is hampered by the 
necessity of referring every little detail to his 
own government. 

The North German Gazette. of Berlin, says 
it would welcome the conclusion of an under- 
standing between Russia and the vatican, which 
it holds would benefit Germany by destroying 
the fiction that the Poles in opposing every- 
thing German are defending Catholic interests.

French Bondholders Hold a Meeting—Adop-

Paris, December 27.—At a meeting today of 
4,000 bondholders of the Panama Canal com- 
pany a resolution was unanimously adopted 
expressing contidence in de Lesseps and 
volunteering to forego the interest on the cou- 
pons and the redemption of bonds until the 
canal is opened for traflic. 

M. Martineau, who had spent years at the 
Panama works, deciared that the canal could 
be finished at longest in three years, with an 
outlay of 400,000,000 francs. Count Dillon, 
chairman, said that he was able to vouch for 
the accuracy of the figures.

The Negro Emigrating Very Rapidly. 
From the Montgomery Advertiser, 

If the tide keeps on, all the negroes will 
have left the black belt in a few years. 

“You may not know,” said a man of prominence 
in railroad circles yesterday evening, “that if the 
present rate of emigration keeps up for a few years 
longer, there will be no more negroes, to speak of, 
in Alabama's fertile black belt. | 

“Well, itis They are goingto the mineral 
section, to the north, to Texas, to California, and to 
every other place they can get money enough to 
carry them. Singular as it may seem, the mor®8 the 
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one day about saving all the old pavers I could 
find. I had grown a little careless about my 
boot-blacking business, and eight years ago T 
started with but S8 in ny possession, ] opened 
a little stand at the place where Palmer’s thea- 
ter now stands.

Tho Ballway Age Shows the Mileage of New 


Roads in the Country—What the Boys in 

‘the Service Are Doing. 

Curcaco, December 27.—The Railway Age, 
tomorrow, will say: “Notwithstanding the 
widespread impression that additions to the 
railway systems of the United States during 
1888 would be comparatively insignificant,evi- 
dence is now before us that the railway mile- 
age of the country was increased during the 

no less than 7,120 miles of main track. 
While this is much less than a phenomenal 
increase in the years 1557, 1886, 1882 and: 1851, 
when the new mileage was respectively 1:',000, 
9,000, 11,560 and 9,796 miles, the record for the 
past year exceeds that of every other 
in history, with the exceptions 
named, and of the year 1871, when (,91 
miles were added. The new track was laid in 
all but two of the fcrty-scven stutes and terri- 
tories, the exceptions being Rhode Island and 
Novada. Kansas still leads the list in extent 
of pew-mileage, as she has done for several 
years. California comes next. The most strik- 
ing characteristic of the year’s work is the large 
number of separate lines of which it is com- 
, and the correspondingly small average 
—jless than twenty miles—for each line. Only 
about twelve built more than one 
hundred miles each, those doing the 
largest amount of work being the Chi- 
cago, Kansas and Nebraska, four hundred 
and twelve miles; St. Paul, Minneapolis 
and Manitoba, three humdred and seventy-four 
miles, and Southern Pacific, through various 
subsidiary companies, a little over 300 miles. 
These facts are important, showing how the 
nature of the work of railway construction 
changed in a single year. The building of the 
great competitive Hues practically ceased for 
the immediate present, and the year’s work 
was chiefly devoted to the construction of short 
independent Lines and of branches.”

It produces so litle fric 
tion that the nuisance of hot-boxes is almost enlire- 
ly obviated, and, atthe same time the journal 
secures a great saving in oil, as well as in material, 
By this invention, at least forty per cent of the cost 
of manufacture is saved, and incomparably better 
results obtaived. The patent was issued in 1580, but 
Mr. Kernodle, although the recipfént of many 
letiers asking what he wonid take for the patent, 
refused all overtures, preferring to subject his brass 
to a thorough practical test entertaining a 
proposition ofany kind. On yosterday he received 
n letter from a superintendent of a division of a big 
railroad system, who has subiected one of his brasses 
to a tesi of about iwelve months continucus Use on 
one of his fast trains, anu he pronounces it a de- 
cided success.

“The Australian Method.” 
The state of Massachusetts, where the 
. people are never happy unless they are ex- 
perimenting with the social and political 
inventions of cranks, is about to put into 
operation the Australian ballot system, 
which is more obstructive in all re- 
spects than the South Carolina system. 
Naturally, this foreign system, invented for 
the purpose of compelling ignorant voters 
to cast their ballots for the “‘goyernment,’’ 
48 introduced in Massachusetis as ‘‘ballot 
reform,” and the result will be to keep in 
power whatever party that Las control of 
the state. 

The Boston Herald makes ‘a mild and 
flatulent protest against the foreign system, 
but in Massachusetts the machinery that 
restricts the personal liberties of the citizen 
has a powerful attraction for the cranks 
and the so called reformers who are never 
so happy as When they are tampering with 
the rights of the people. 

Under this new law for the suppression 
of suffrage in Massachusetts, a specificd 
mumber of men may caucus together, select 
the names to be voted for, and have their 
tickets printed bythe state.

they cannot print it themselves. Individ- 
nally, they cannot even write their own 
ballots, unless they write them at the polls 
within a period of five minutes on a certain 
ballot which contains those other and fa- 
vored names.

NEW YORK STOUKS. 


Stocks as Reported at the New York 
Exchange. 
NEW YORK, December 27.—The stock market 
was weak and declining almost throughout today. 
The Vanderbilt directors anncunced that their 
policy in future would be to return to a five per cent 
basis on New York Central, while an extra divideud 
of 1 per cent was declared on Lake Shore, anda 
dividend on ©, C., C. & 1., the first in six years, 
was declared. This, however, was the only piece 
of news received during the day, and it soon be- 
came evident that it had been full discounted as 
usual, The market was narrow and dealings for 
the most part were confined to the operations of 
professionals who seesawed pricesupand down to 
their heart’s content. But as that element was 
chicfly bearish the general drift was toward lower 
figures, There was an utter lack of Dill support for 
the first time in many days and the increased dear- 
the list, rates reaching 8 
percent end closing at the highest figure. There 
was kome covering upon announcement of divi- 
dends and again toward the close, but the move- 
ments were feeble and of no s;ecial importance. 
The fpecial feature of the dealings was cotton oil in 
the unlisted department, which fel! of rapidly, and, 
after a spasmodic rally toward noon, yielded again, 
and its extreme decline reached % per cent, New 
England was the only stock outside of Vanderbilt 
which displayed any strevgth. and all its gain was 
made toward the close when it became active.

Features of the Specuiative Movement in 
Grain and Provigions, 

CHICAGO, December 27.—After the break of some 
514¢ in wheat yesterday, it was natural to expecta 
reaction, and itcame inthe shape cf a recovery 
of 2'4¢ from yesterday's inside figures. Speculative 
operators wére puzzled as much as ever at the action 
of the market in the past twenty-four hours. 
Whether the break of yesterday was engineered to 
force out a great deal of ‘‘long’’ wheat, or whether 
it was actually the closing out of some long lines of 
wheat which operators did not care to hold longer, 
itis difficult tosay. Buta conterence of two of the 
heaviest operators on the floor during most of the 
session led tothe belief that there was a collusion 
between these traders, and operators felt as much at 
sea regarding future transactions asever. A good 
speeulative business was transacted. ‘‘Shorts’’ cov- 
ered freely, and there was fair buying, claimed to be 
“long’’ wheat. However, it nay have been bought 
for a natural reaction, and liable to come out again 
atany time, The market opened about at yester- 
day’s closing figures, and sold off ',c¢, then rallied, 
and with numerous small finctuations, advanced 
2,c, and closed about 2c higher than yesterday. 

There was only a moderate tirade in corn, though 
perhaps there was a trifle morejdoing than yester- 
day.

The Question of an Inchriate Asvlum—Th 
Manufacturers’ Association to Meet To

The letter of Colonel George W. Adair, ad 
dressed to Governor Gordon with referenc: t 
the establishment of a state inebriate asylu 
has attracted considerable attention. 

The subject is onc of marked importance an 
ie now being widely discussed. 

The drift of the public sentiment seems té¢ 
be favorable to action on the line inili 
cated in Colonel Adair’sa appeal, but i 
is not probably that anything detinit 
will be done before the meeting of the 
general assem biy next July. 

The indications are that the subject will be 
taken hold of by the levislature early in th, 
summer session. 

It will be remembered that some time ave 
& commitice was appointed by the Women's 
Christian Temperance union to investigate the 
question with a view to bringing it before the 
legislature. 

This committee, in the name of Governor 
Gordon, wrote letters to the officials of several 
states which have iinebriate = asylunis, 
asking for information concerning the laws 
establishing and regulating the same. The mat- 
ter received was turned over to Mr. Edwards, 
of the senate temperance committee, and it is 
probable that, after due consideration, a bil! 
will be drawn, and introduced in the senate on 
the subject. 

The Hon. Robert Humber, who was in At- 
lanta not long argo, expressed the opinion that 
the lunatic asylam is nota suitable place for 
inebriates. It seems that when these 
men fortunately got sober anid 
begin to improve under tie  treat- 

ment at the asylum they become very much 
dissatisfied and demand better quarters and 
better rations, and, although they are not dan- 
gerous, great trouble is experienced in taking 
care of them. 

The idea, too, seems perfectly natural that 
men, whose reason is not dethroned, though 
inebriaies, should object to being placed on 
the same footing with erazy people,

Most readers are- acquainted with the Dorset 
poems of the late Rey. William en Few, 
probably, are aware that the clergyman and 
poet was also a writer on gramma ir and logic.

The monthly report of the superintendent of 
schools for the month of December was read 
| and ordered filed, 

THE MONTHLY EXPENSES. 

Chairman Greene, of the committee on 
finances reported bills approved for December, 
amounting to $3,451.66. 

Mr. Mayer, of the committee on supplies, 
reported that chairs have been purchased for 
the Girls’ High school and will soon be placed 
in position. 

Mr. Thomson, of the committee on school 
property, presented the deeds and abstracts for 
a lot on Gray street, on-which is to be erected 
a house for a colored school, He also reported 
that in accordance with the ordersof the board 
of education, the committee has had three 
hundred shade trees planted on school lots. 

Mr. Beatie, of the committee on course of 
study, reported the resignation of Miss Teitle- 
bauin, teacher of fifth grade A, Walker street 
school, to take effect January ist, which was 
accepted. 

To fill this vacancy, Miss Roach, of the 
fourth grade, was promoted, and all teachers 
below her were promoted one grade. The 
election of an assistant teacher to fill the place 
| of Miss Helen Jones, promoted,* was post- 

poned until the next meeting of the board.

Chairman Smith, of the committee on course 
of study, presented a report in reference to 
certain improvements to be introduced into 
the Girl’s High school.

WILL BLAINE HAVE A PLACE IN IT? 


The Statement Made That He Can Be Secre- 
of State If He Wants To—Gossip 
‘at the Federal Capital. 


WASHINGTON, “Ypecomiber 28.—[Special.]— 
While there is nothing but speculation yegecd- 
the cabinet and little esle thought or 
talked about during the recess, no one knows 
anything and the result is every one has be- 
come a@peculator. Those in congress W ho 
were most intimato with General Harrison 
during his public qareer are very pronounced 
in expressing the opinion that he has never 
yet told anyeae what he intends to co as to 
the appointment of his cabinet. A man who 
knows the president-elect as W ell as any public 
man knows him, said today, that he knew no 
one had yet been taken into General Harri- 
son’s confidence in this matter. H{o said fur- 
ther, that he did not want to see Mr. Blaine 
go into the cabinet, since it would cause 
some dissatisfaction, but that he felt 
sure that he could be secretary of state if he 
desired. The only cabinet appointmen’, the 
informant said he felt perfectly assured of, 
was that of Mr. Blaine. The rest he regarded 
as mere speculation. As to Blaine, while he 
felt sorry for it, he did not sce how Harrison 
could avoid offering him the state portfolio. 
Men who have seen General Harrison imagine 
that by putting this and that together they 
have managed to get a little way into his 
secret. A number of Iowa men assume to 
know that Senatog Allison could go into the 
cabinet if he wanted to,*but ‘that he has lot it 
be known that he would not leave the senate. 
In this same connection it is assumed that Mr. 
Clarkson will go lato the cabinet. The slate 
as far as made up by some of these wise gucss- 
ers is: Biaine, secretary # state; Alger, sec- 
cohiry of war; McKinley, secretary of the 
treasury; W anamaker, postnraster-general ; 
Clarkson, secretary of the interior. 

The men who are guessing at Sherman 
going to the head of the state department 
count on MeKinley’s going into the senate and 
Reed’s being chosen speaker of the house. In 
this spoakatahip matter some very clever work 
is being done by Mr. Keed’s friends, and it is 
intimated that he has some strength in the 
west that is not reckoned on by his opponents. 

Within the past twodays the talk of an ex- 
tra session has been renewed and consumes @ 
great deal of the time of thé leading republi- 
can statesmen between holiday sessious and 
choice drinks. They claim that the sooner 
the republicans can get their men together to 
organize the house, the safer they will be in 
their possession. It is not an easy thing to get 
every man of the party in the house at one 
time. It isthe fact that dneing the fiftieth 
congress with 168 democrats and two in- 
dependents voting with them, there has 
never for one moment been a 
quorum of that. party in the house, not even 
on the first day of the meeting wien the organ- 
fzation was formed. When the voto on the 
Carlislo-Thoebe contest was to be taken, the 
deputy semgeant-at-arims. tried, for four days; 
with all his authority and power, to get a 
quorum of demoérats present. He sent out 150 
dispatches, and did everything he could to 
impress them with the importance of the occa- 
sion, but he failed utterly, and it was only 
through republican yotes that a quorum was 
had. Even when the tariff yote was taken not 
a quorum of democrats could be got together. 
There has not been a moment during this con- 
gress when the house might not have been 
blocked by the republicons acting i. ag

Cause Correspondence Letween the United 
States and Porto Fico, 

WaASHINGTON, December 28. —It was stated 
positively at the depart: nent of state today 
that no demand for inde mnity had been made 
in the case of the steaaner Haytien Republic. 
Mr. Morse, owner of the vessel, recently re- 
quested Secretary Bayard to demand $250,000 
indemnity. The secretary has informed him 
that there is no need of haste in the matter, 
and that the question of dainages can best be 
determined after tiie vessel has arrived at New 
York, where it is due in a few days. 

It is learned atthe de partinent of state that 
the case of the brig Josefa against the Span- 
ish government for indi; gnitios 8. etc., alleged to 
have been imposed by customs ofticers at 
Porto Rico, Jamaica, has been under investi- 
gation since July, 1887. The investigation 
disclosed the following facts: In Juiy, 1887, 
American brig Josefa, of Portland, Maine, J, 
8. Winston & Co., owners, E. R. Snow, 
master, entered the port of <Arroya, Porto, 
Rico, having cleared from New York in the 
previous month. When her manifest and bill 
of lading were examined by the customs 
Officials, twenty boxes of corn starch, of the 
value of 336, were found to be on the manifest 
and not in the cargo. Tor th is shortage a fine 

of $200 per box, or $4,000 alto; tether, ¥ aS Im- 
osed by the customs authorities. aptain 
ae protested, and stated thet Ww hen %s was 
taking on his cargo at New York another 
vessel, a bark ofa name very similar to his 
Was in port and near the Josefa, and was 
loading under direction of the same 
shipping agent as the Jo efa: that 
the receipts were by his 
first mate,a man named N elson and that 
when the manifest was handed him (Snow) 
he signed hurriedly and without pas ‘ing much 
attention ; 
corn starch were signed fo r by C. Olsen, while 
allthe rest of the caryo was signed for by 
Nelson’ Captain Snow presented his case to 
the United States consu!, who presented it to 
the government of Porto ltico and urged the 
remission, or at least the reduction “of the 
fine on the explanation thus offered.
